cus -was held at

An alliance of- 
fensive and defensive was formed, and 
a programme for the coming election 
mapped out. The programme included 
Kinkead for Governor, Powning for 
Congress, Leonard for the Supreme 
Bench, and so on down. 
It was also 


agreed to take in Jones, and that the 
combination would make n square fight 
Jo return Jones to the Senate. 


AVhoeyer asserts that any such cau- 


cus was held, and Powning present, 
tells a lie. 
Or whoever declares that 


Powning has in any manner been con- 
nected with any programme for the 
coming campaign tells a-falsehood. The 
Leader fuither says: 


Armed with this authority Eiukead 


left for Washington and submitted the 
wants of the caucus. 
Jones was asked 


to secure Daggett's appointment to the 
Sandwich Islands in order to give Kin- 
kead a clear field, and to give Subinthe 
position formerly filled by Hillyer, so 
that Leonard would have plain sailing. 
Jones entered heartily into this scheme, 
but with hia usual procrastination failed 
to secure immediate resales, so Pown- 
ing reinforced Kinkead. Daggett's billet 
was secured in time, but Sabin's hung 
fire. 


All of which is the veriest kind of 


"bosh." Daggett himself applied for 
the position of Minister to the Haw- 
aiian Islands, a fact Powning did not 
know until Jones told him so in Wash- 
ington. 
Gen. Sabiu was not given the

So fan-as what the Leader says about 


Whitman and Wren, we are not advised 
as to the situation. We do know that 
Judge Whitman hopes to be one of the 
two new Circuit Judges for this Coast. 
If Mr. Wren is a candidate for the Sen- 
ate he has a perfect right to be. /Evi- 
dently in providing for Daggett Jones 
thought he might remove a formidable 
competitor, and the chances are this 
was the controlling idea with him, and 
lie was not doing it to get Daggett out 
of the Gubernatorial fight in favor of 
Kinkead or anybody else, except in so 
far as it might keep Daggett out of the 
Senatorial fight. The Leader also bays 
this:

No 
damage worth mentioning has been done 
by the grasshoppers on the Blood ranch 
where they appeared in greatest nurn 
ber; after destroying about three acres 
of oats the pests disappeared without 
doing any further harm and nene have 
since been seen. Xhe grain crop does 
not look so well as the hay; the spring 
was late and the dry season set in sud 
denly, and on some ground the seed hac 
to be irrigated to make it sprout. 0: 
course thia_kept back the growth very 
much and on some ranches the grain is 
now thin and weak. On some favorec 
spots where the ground is naturally 
moist, grain never looked better than a 
present, but the whole crop will hardly 
be equal ti the average. This is espec- 
ially applicable to wheat; oats may do a 
little better. 
Saveral farmers plantec 


the Russian whits oats last Spring, anc 
in every case, so fur as we know, this 
variety is making remarkable growth 
No doubt the valley will raise a good 
surplus of oats, but it is certain that a 
great amount of wheat will have to be 
brought from outside. 
Potatoes anc 


other vegetables irill make a big crop 
and will be of first rate quality, 
large amount of apples and other fruits 
will be needed."

has a certain section on which to run 
with which we are supposed to become 
familiar. Still, it is only too true, ac- 
cording to the old sayiug, that 'famil- 
iarity breeds contempt.' " For the first 
few weeks ,jor |month that a new man 
works he, tiavels over the tram in a 
very cautious way. As time and prac- 
tice gam on hi in he increases m confi- 
dence, leaping now where he cautiously 
stepped before, und traveling carelessly 
over the top of^ the train when m full 
motion, a proceedure 
which before 


would have thrown him off the train. 


It actually sueuis ai though the longer 


it brikeman works on the road the more 
dangerous his situation becomes. With 
his increased dexterity in braking he 
gains an additional amount of self-con- 
fidence. 
If the statistics of accidents 


on the C. P. R. R. trains for th« past 
rive years conld be examined and statis- 
ticatoil, it would be found that the 
greater number of brakomsn who came 
to their death through this cause have 
beeu men who wero the most familiar- 
ized with the profession and road. 
It 


actually looks as though a new comer 
on the railroad is in far less dauger of 
accidental tripping than aii old employe 
of years experience. In swimming, too, 
it is the most expert swimmer who is 
the one drowned, oeaanse of venturing 
into straits a prudent iaau would not go 
into. I', does astound a bystander to 
see a new brakenmn leap on the train 
when in rapid motion and sometimes 
jump in between freight trains on the 
narrow brake beam, where a single 
misstep would be instant death. How- 
ever, such is life.
